writes a London correspondent. 

The Philistine might well ‘say 
that the historical: and artiatic 
lore gained by the research work- 
ers behind the scenes is’ uscless 
effort, The interest, however, 
shown by the general public in 
such matters as excavation work 
proves that the desire is general 
that as much light. a3 possible 
should be thrown on the history 
of the past. wes 

The famous Rosetta stone, which 
made the reading of the hiero- 
glyphs possible, occupies a place 
of honour in the public collection; 
Magna Charta is on exhibition, 
and in the Kings’ ‘Library andj; 
elsewhere there are books and 
documents open to public inspec-, 
tion, but these form only a small 
fraction of what the Museum pos- 
sesses., Co : 

Like the library, the coin de- 
partment enhances . British pre- 
gtige, and is consulted by experts |’ 
from all over the world. Coins 
have been aptly described as the 
grammar of sculpture. To take 
only Greek and Koman sculpture 
as. illustrations, Greek statuary 
with rare exceptions. exists only 
in mutilated forms or in copies of 
doubtiul:: accuraty. made by 
Roman sculptors. . 

The coms, however, which].

NOTHING TOUGH. 


Some years ago the word ‘“‘dys- 
pepsia” was one, to conjure with. 
It was"the great American disease, 
now transferred into the possibly 
‘more scientific term “nervous in- 
digestion.” . ‘ 

In a yecent consideration of this. 
condition, Dr. W. C. Alvarez points 
out there is a tendency. to overdo 
the use of bran and-that nowadays 
cne of the simplest ways of helping 
dyspeptic ‘patients is to take away 
their bran mush and, muffins. 
. Bran is used because de its in- 
digestibility, and is prescribed -for 
persons who need roughage in the 
dict. People with irritable diges- 
tive organs, however, are likely to 
be upset by the use of bran, and to 
suffer with gas distention and other 
symptoms. ot 

Some people require smooth, soft 
tints and cannot_tolerate roughage. 
Persons “ with irritable bowels 
should eat no coarse foods contain- 
ing fiber, skins, seeds or gristle. 
“They must avuid salads with eclery,' 
tomatoes, . cucumbers and _pine- 
apple; . they, must avoid. green 
vegetables raisins, berries and 
jams containing many seeds. If 
they suffer, unduly with gas, they 
must eliminate. from-their diets 
beans, cabbage, onions, «green or 
red-peppers, melons, cucumbers'and 
Chewing gum ia ;useful 
for cleansing. the mouth and’ ex-

FAILURE AFTER DEALS 
IN BRITISH CONTROLLED. 


The creditors under the ‘failure 
of Messrs. Edward Otter and Co., 
stock-brokers, Cross: Keys- House, 
56, Moorgate, B.C., met last month 
before Mr. E. Parke, Official Re- 

ver, at Bankruptcy Buildings, 
oy-street, W.C. 


The chairman said that Mr. 
Frederick William Challoner had 
attended under the receiving or- 
der, and stated that he was the 
sole proprietor ‘of the business. 
Ile had been a member: of the 
Stock Exehunge for 37 years, and 
some 12 months: ago he became 
connected with the firm of Otter 
and Co., whose proprietor was then 
Mr.Edward Otter. - . 


Mr. Otter died on February 13 
last, very shortly after they had 
entered into partnership | ar- 
rangement, and his widow, ag sole 
executrix, had since received £40 
an week from the business on ac- 
count of anticipated profits. 


/Mr. Challoner carried on the 
business with success’ until opera- 
tions began in the shards of the 
British Controlled Oilficlds,. Ltd., 
and when the crash came in those 
shares most of his clients dealing 
in them defaulted in the payment 
of differences.. He was “ham- 
mered” after the next account day, 
his offiees being taken over by 
the Official’ Assignee. 


Mr. Challoner roughly estimated 
his liabilities at £23,000, and 
valued his assets at

British tourists who have lately 
visited the Continent have writtei 
to the London Moning Post com- 
plaining that no British flag is 
flown. from the British war 
cemeteries in-France and Relgium. 
For this omission, the. Morning 
Post understands, there is yood 
and sufficient reasons 


tt is not perhaps generally, 
known or realised in this country 
that while there ‘are in France 
hundreds of British, there are 
fewer, by ‘far, French war cem3- 
teries. # 


At the end of the war the re- 
of the fallen,were given 
on by. thé French Govern- 

ment to remove, if they wished, 

the remains of their dead, and of 
this permission wide advantage 
was taken. 


In those enses where the bodies 
were not thus repatriated they 
were removed by the Government 
to vast concentration cemeteries, 
with the natural, although curious, 
result that the number of French 
war cemeteries ‘on French soil is 
comparatively insignificant. 


’ Palye Idea of Facts. 


In official circles here it is 
strongly felt that to fly.the Union 
Jack in every ‘British. cemetery 
would give p completely false idea 
of the proportion ‘of sacrifice. . 


“Ft might ‘happen, for ‘example, 

that ina district where the French, 
perhaps, had borne the brunt of 
battle, there might be to-day. half 
« dozen British cemeteries, and 
not a single French cemetery. In 
these circumstances, to fly, the 
Union Jack would manifestly give 
an. inaccurate impression. of the 
facts, 7 . 


- Tn one British war. cemetery, 
however, that of Etaples, the Union 
Jack will, shortly be flying, pro- 
bably in conjunction with the 
Tricolour.

EXPERIMENTS IN NEW 
.. | ZEALAND. 


Reseateh | in regard to pests and 
their extermination has recently 
produced {nteresting results in 
New Zealand. The work has the 


. Support. of- the Empire Marketing 


Board, and is of; the utmost im- 
portance to this Dominion, " since 


Imported ‘enemies’ are making 


heavy inroads into the productive- 
ly many districts, 

At one time New Zealand on- 
| deavoured to cope with the pests 
by applying the control -methods 
practised in other countries, but it 
has long been evident that this 
does rot go far enough. ‘On new 
ground the weeds and _ insects 
‘which have been introduced into 
the country discover new energy 
and develop grenter rapacity and 
new powers of resistance to man 
and their natural enemies. Ag 
trout and deer have thriven to an 
extent far surpassing the records 
of their native lands (30 much 
so that the door are now accounted 
foes), so rabbits, gorse, black- 
berry,.gome birds, and many in- 
sects hdve .become lusty ‘and 
predatory to a degree undreamed 
of when ‘they. were introduced. 
Now attention must be concentra- 
ted on ‘discovering new ‘agents to 
fight these foes.” 

The task is being pursued with 
eare, for experience has taught 
the need for caution. It is stated, 
for-example, though the facts are 


!not beyond dispute, that stoats ard 


weasels, brought here, to destroy 
rabbits, have'turned their . atten- 
tion instead to -the native birds 
and. by waging war upon them 
have made it possible for timber- 
destroying insect life to ‘get the 
upper hand. As the agents now 
#9 ght are chiefly’ in the insect 

id, the greatest care is.. given 
to a study of their habits ‘under 
controlléd conditions before re- 
leasing them to a freedom in which 
they may develop new ways of 
life. Some assurance is required 
that they will do the work that 
they are brought to do.. Having 
given them free passage ag la- 
bourers, New Zealandera do not 
wish to see them setting down a8 
landed proprietors... 

In this investigation excellent 
work is being done under the direv- 
tion of the new Government De- 
partment of Scientific Research,’ 
which serves’ as a ‘co-operating 
centre for public and private 
study. The Cawthron Institute, 
founded by private benefactionsy 
has been specializing particular'y 
in entomological research, and al- 
‘ypady Professor Tillyard, who 
directs this branch of the Institute, 
has been. able to report encourak- 
ing"progress.
